a questionnaire have named 
Benjamin Britten’s “ War 
Requiem’’ 
as 
the 
most 
significant composition of the 
past 25 years. 
The two works which were 
runners-up were “ St Luke's 
Passion” by Krzysztof Pend­ 
erecki 
and 
“ Mass” 
by 
Leonard Bernstein, com­ 
posed for the opening of the 
John F Kennedy Center for 
the Performing Arts, which 
conducted the poll. 
It was done to help the 
center program a music 
festival called “ The Old and 
the New,” which will be held 
at the center from Aug. 30 
through Sept. 10, featuring 
more than 30 concerts of 17th, 
18th and 20th century com­ 
positions. 
The results of the survey, in 
which questionnaires were 
sent 
to 500 critics 
and 
publishers, were announced 
by Julius Rudel. the center's 
music director who devised 
the program, and 
Martin 
Feinstein, executive director 
of performing arts. 
Britten's “ War Requiem" 
will be heard during the festi­ 
val with Rudel conducting. 
“ St. Luke's Passion” was not 
scheduled, since the National 
Symphony w ill play it during 
the fall. * 
Two other works which 
placed high in the most- 
significant poll. “ Mass” and 
“ Jesus Christ Superstar,” 
were not included since they 
recently concluded runs at 
the Kennedy Center. 
Igor Stravinsky received 
the 
most 
votes 
in 
two 
categories of the poll : once as 
the most influential com­ 
poser, and again 
as 
the 
composer “ you predict would 
be performed 50 years from 
now.” In the latter category. 


he tied with Aaron Copland. 
After Stravinsky, the re­ 
spondents picked as most in­ 
fluential composer Karlheinz 
Stockhausen. John Cage and 
Pierre Boulez. Others the 
critics predicted would be 
played 50 years from now- 
included 
Britten, 
Serge 
Prokofiev and Bernstein. 
The critics' choices were 
widely varied; about 180 
composers and 
140 works 
were mentioned in their 
responses. 
Thus, Bob Dylan received 
six votes as the most in­ 
fluential composer, and the 
Beatles received four. In the 
category, “ which composers 
would you predict would he 
performed 50 years hence." 
the 
Beatles 
out polled 
Beethoven, and 
Duke 
E l­ 
lington got more votes than 
Dylan, Darius Milhaud or 
Anton Bruckner.

T axes Su p p o rt Strikes 


How can a labor union maintain a long 
strike against a company without paying a 
cent out of its own funds to support its striking 
members? 
By using tax-supported funds 
A new book entitled “ Welfare and Strikes 
reveals that this is exactly what happened in 
a 151-day strike of 5,132 members of the 
United Electrical Radio and Machine 
Workers 
Union 
of 
America 
against 
Westinghouse Electric Corp in I^ester, Pa 
During the 1970 strike, a total of some $2 5 
million in public funds was paid to strikers 
and their families. 
Some strikers received various forms of 
public assistance food stamps, surplus food, 
unemployment compensation, etc.—that 
amounted to 90 per cent of their regular 
working income 
Meanwhile, the striking 
union. Local 107. contributed only a load of 
coal to some families and a free meal to 
strikers on picket duty 
“ Welfare and Strikes” is the first carefully 
documented study of the extent to which 
striking union members are able to draw 
upon tax-supported public funds. The book is 
published b> the Wharton School of Finance 
and Commerce of the University of Penn­ 
sylvania as one of a series on labor relations 
and public policy Its authors are Dr Armand 
J. Thieblot ,Ir of the College of Business 
Administration of the University of Maryland 
and Ronald M Cowin of the Wharton School. 
The authors contend that the practice of

providing public aid to strikers is rapidly 
spreading. They estimate that by 1973, the 
direct and indirect dollar cost of such aid will 
exceed $365 million a year, or more than $1 
million a day. 
Some other examples: 
In 
the 1969-70 strike against 
General 
Electric, which lasted more than 100 days and 
involved about 150,000 workers in 33 states, 
public welfare benefits to the strikers totaled 
an estimated $25 million.

strike 
of 
the 
United 
Automobile Workers against General Motors 
in 1970, an estimated $30 million was spent in 
public welfare benefits to strikers around the 
country. Nearly $16 million was spent in 
Michigan alone by 54 of the state’s 83 coun­ 
ties. 
GM estimates that about $5,250,000 in 
unemployment compensation was paid by 
New York to strikers. Thieblot and Cowin 
note that since unemployment insurance in 
that state is funded through a tax on em­ 
ployers. “ General Motors was forced to 
subsidize its own striking workers.” 
According to the authors, union officials 
candidly admit that the cost of engaging in a 
nationwide strike is too high to permit even 
the largest 
unions to support 
members 
through their own funds. Thus they view 
public aid for strikers as a powerful new 
weapon on 
their side in the collective 
bargaining system and are vigorously lob­ 
bying to expand the range of welfare benefits. 
What can be done about what the book 
concludes is “ an unwarranted imposition on 
the public treasury’’—assuming, that is. that 
the public wants to do anything about it? 
The authors propose, as one solution. tb.M 
Congress and the appropriate administration 
officials simply declare strikers ineligible for 
tax-supported benefits. 
“ We believe that this is in the general in­ 
terest,” they say, “ and that the hardship, if 
any, which would result is fully within the 
capacity of organized labor to care for.”

That the American penal and-or judicial 
systems have failed to solve the crime 
problem is obvious from the statistics It isn't 
entirely the fault of these fields of law en­ 
forcement and punishment that crime rates 
continue to rise, but they are most directly 
responsible for the high number of repeaters. 
Recidivism is the disease traditional penal 
systems have failed to control. There is in­ 
stead a good case for the argument that the 
system of incarceration employed by a 
majority of the prisons is largely responsible 
for creating the habitual criminal 
The facts supersede any arguments over 
whether changes ought to be introduced. The 
only questions are what and how In a sense, 
change already is appearing in the penal 


system. 
It is coming in the form of retirements of 
some of the older prisons, the preference for 
non-institutionalized correctional programs, 
more effective probation and parole systems 
and a host of other changes originating at the 
state level. 
While many of the states are turning away 
from 
institutionalized 
care, 
the 
federal 
government is embarking on an ambitious 10- 
year program of building more than 60 new 
correctional facilities at a cost of $650 million. 
Many would question the wisdom of in­ 
vesting that kind of money in a penal tradition 
which has failed New buildings help almost 
any prison system. New methods are needed 
more urgently.

When I/>ndoners were told several years 
ago that their city was no longer the dirty 
place it had been for years, there were many 
disbelievers. But the visitor who had not been 
in the city for several years noticed the im­ 
provement right away. 
What cleaned up London were stringent 
laws against air pollution, strictly enforced 
Could this pattern be repeated elsewhere? It 
may already be* going through a rerun 
in Los 
Angeles. 
Ix)s Angeles, the smog capita* of the United 
States, the city which just once would like to 
the brunt of a comedian's jokes on some 
subject other than smog, has statistics to 
prove it isn't what it used to be. 


In 1958. there were 226 days in which most

In that 1950 occupation, the 
Communist 
underground 
surfaced and became known 
to 
the citizens 
With 
the 
retreat of the North Korean 
armies, the backbone of the

underground 
also 
disappeared 
The anger of the South 
Koreans w as increased by the 
action of 
the 
retreating 
northerners. Before leaving 
each town they w ere forced to 
give up. they would order the 
local citizens to dig long 


trenches. The civilian leaders 
of these towns and small 
villages 
those 
who 
remained 
would be forced 
to line beside these trenches. 
They were shot and buried. 
I have a picture left from 
those days In this case the 
blpody dead lie sprawled by 
the trenches. The retreating 
Communists did 
not 
have 
time for buying the bodies. 


In 
these 
killings, 
the 
retreating North Koreans 
attempted to destroy all 
civilian 
leadership 
teachers, farm cooperative 
leaders, 
minor 
officials, 
policemen, professional men. 


The situation after the 
massacrew 
in Hue during 
Let-1968 was similar. 
The 
Communists who occupied 
Hue systematically killed 
members of political parties, 
other leading citizens and 
those who might later expose 
them 
The citizens of Hue 
remember the Communists 
with hatred to this day. 
Although 
the 
Saigon 
government perhaps would 
win no popularity contests in 
Hue. the Communists 
are 
disliked and feared far more 
My friends report that in the 
most difficult days after the 
Communist capture of Guang 


•Tri, this spring, the men and 
women of Hue began to form 
civilian militia units to fight 
the invaders house-to-house 
and door-to-door Some men 
sent their families away but 
stayed 
behind 
themselves. 
If the Communists enter 
Hue again, they will find 
themselves faced by these 
citizen irregulars by night 
In several parts of occupied 
northern South 
Vietnam, 
reportedly the Communists 
are once again killing and 
kidnaping those who could 
provide leadership, those who 
protest and those with con­ 
nections in Saigon 
If the Hue and 
Korean 
experiences 
have 
validity, 
the current 
terrorism will 
forge such hatred among the 
people ot these occupied 
areas it will be exceedingly 
difficult for the Communists, 
it they are defeated in this 
round of the war. to rebuild 
their underground 
As 
this 
reporter 
knows 
from his own guerrilla days 
in Asia m World War II. no 
underground can exist for 
long without cooperation, at

WASHINGTON - Exactly 
a year ago. on Aug. 15. 1971, 
President Nixon announced 
the New Economic Policy, 
designed to improve the

inflation. 
The 
President 
addressed 
the 
problem of inflation, you will 
recall, by imposing a 90-day 


freeze on wages and prices 
and establishing a Cost of 
Living Council to plan and 
direct 
an ti-inflatio n ary 
programs 
On Nov. 14. 1971. with the 
end of the 90-dav freeze, the 
country moved to the system 
of flexible wage-price con­ 
trols often referred to as 
Phase 11 .The goal of Phase II 
of the Economic Stabilization 
Program was to reduce the 
rate of inflation while still 
permitting those price and 
wage adjustments necessary 
to a 
dynamic, 
expanding 
economy. 
The 
President 
established a Pay Board and 
a Price Commission to ad­ 
minister anti-inflationary 
policies in the wage and price 
areas. 
There has been measurable 
progress in the battle against 
inflation which 
is 
being 


waged by the Economic 
Stabilization Program. Since 
Aug 15, 1971, the Consumer 
Price Index (C PI) has in­ 
creased at an annual rate of 
2.7 per cent. In the eight 
months of 1971 before the 
Econom ic 
Stab ilizatio n 
Program began, the C PI rose 
at an annual rate of 3.8 per 
cent, while during 1969 and 
1970 the cost of living rose at a 
rate of 5 to 6 per cent. 


This significant decline in 
the rate of inflation has been 
reflected in another im­ 
portant indicator of workers' 
well-being, real earnings. 
Real earnings are measured 
as nominal income adjusted 
to eliminate the effects of 
taxes and inflation. They are

<AP>- Tom Anderson, the 
American 
party 
candidate 
for vice president, says he 
considers himself an anti­ 
establishment as any. He just 
goes at it from a different 
side. 
“ I guess I ’m cursed with 
being a born crusader who 
wants to make the world 
over,” says Anderson, 62, a 
former Nashville resident 
who moved to Pigeon Forge 
un the Smoky Mountains of 
Tennessee several 
months 
ago. 
“ Some of my friends say, 
‘What are you so darned 
unhappy about0 We've never 
had it so good,"’ Anderson 
said several years ago. ‘‘I tell 
them were all going to wake 
up one of these days to find 
die leftists and the one-world 
do-gooders have finished the 
fence they’re building around 
us.” 
Anderson says he wants to 
change the way the nation is 
headed and he doesn’t expect 
his treatment by the public to 
be 
much 
different 
than 
“ those early American ex­ 
tremists who signed the 
Declaration 
of 
Inde­ 
pendence.” 
“ The American 
people 
have sold out for subsidies, 
sex. 
scotch, 
circuses 
and 
security.’’ Anderson says. 
“ The majority isn't always 
right.” 
Anderson was graduated 
from Vanderbilt University 
in 
1934, married his wife 
Carolyn, Miss Vanderbilt of 
1935, and worked briefly part- 
time at the Nashville Banner. 
He went 
to 
work 
selling 
securities with the idea of 
buying a weekly newspaper. 
In 1942, he went to work as 
a 
$55-a-week advertising 
salesman for the Southern 
Agriculturalist, 
a 
farm 
magazine 
“ Some of my friends said I 
was crazy,” Anderson said. 
There I was giving up a good 
position to take a 
poorly 
paying job 
in 
hopes 
of 
becoming editor of a farm 
magazine.” 
With time out for service in 
World War II, to which he 
was 
strongly 
opposed, 
Anderson 
expanded 
his 
forum with the purchase of 
the “ Arkansas Farmer” and 
a number of other regional 
farm 
magazines 
including 
“ Farm and Ranch.” He later 
sold all of his magazines 
except the “ Florida Grower 
and 
Rancher” and con­ 
centrated his efforts on a 
weekly syndicated column 
serving 85 newspapers. 
His wife, who wrote food 
columns 
for 
Anderson’s 
magazines, says she dislikes 
hearing her husband referred 
to as “ mean and hard.” 
“ The truth is he’s a softie,” 
she says. “ He has a real 
reverence for life. He has 
never gone hunting because 
he won’t kill anything. Why 
he has never even killed a 
chicken.” 
“ I guess I started swim­ 
ming upstream about that 
time.” Anderson says of his 
college days. “ I think I was 
more conservative than most 
of my classmates, 
even 
though 
I 
didn’t 
represent 
cntranched wealth. I used to 
likv to fight and 1 was never 
whipped.” 


Anderson was a founder of 
the 
John 
Birch 
Society 
chapter in Nashville, which 
he 
describes 
as 
“ an 
educational 
organization.” 
“ I'm still on the national 
council of the John Birch 
Society.” said Anderson. 
“ It’s sort of like being on the 
board of directors, and I still 
believe 
it’s 
the 
best 
educational organization in 
the country. 
It has 
been 
terribly smeared.” 
Anderson says he sees little 
difference between President 
Richard Nixon and his Demo­ 
cratic opponent. Sen. George 
McGovern of South Dakota.

“ He was always sort of the 
star of the family,” his kid 
sister Jane, who is the wife of 
Guilford 
Dudley, 
says. 
Dudley, former U S. am ­ 
bassador 
to 
Denmark, 
is 
working for the reelection of 
President Nixon this year 
At 
Vanderbilt, 
Anderson 
was president of his frater- 
n’ty and the only hurdler on 
his father’s track team. 
“ Nobody else wanted to rnn 
the hurdles,” he said. “ I just 
did it to help out. I think I won 
one race.”

administrators 
throughout the country are 
waiting anxiously to see if the 
courts will strike down higher 
tuition costs for nonresident 
students at state-supported 
institutions 
Meanwhile, Kentucky and 
most of its neighbors have 
taken a new look at their 
residency requirements and, 
in some cases, made major 
revisions within the past 
year. 
The Kentucky Council on 
Public Higher Education 
made only minor changes in 
its basic guidelines at its 
meeting in Frankfort 
this 
month. 
More substantial 
changes have come in Ohio 
and Tennessee. 
New rules agreed to last 
week by the Tennessee State 
Board of 
Education 
were 
prompted partly by suits filed 
against 
the University 
of 
Tennessee 
and 
Memphis 
State University challenging 
the 
state's 
dual 
tution 
system.

So far, Tennessee is the 
only nearby state where such

others around the country 
If the dual system were de­ 
clared unconstitutional, Ken­ 
tucky would stand to lose 
nearly $7 million while its 
neighbors could lose more 
than $60 million. 
As a general rule of thumb 
most 
states

require at least a 
year's 
residence to qualify for in­ 
state tuition or adequate 
proof that a student or his 
parents, who move to a state,

manently.

survey revealed the following 
guidelines for the eight-state 
area : 
Kentucky 
Kentucky policy, adopted 
tour years ago, says only that 
a 
student 
must 
have 
established or maintained 
residence 
in 
the 
com­ 
monwealth 
“ immediately 
preceding his original enroll­ 
ment.” If he leaves the state 
in the middle of a school year 
he is charged nonresident 
tuition beginning with the 
start of the next semester. 
If a student is under 18. the 
rules apply to his parents. 
Students over 18 who come 
from another state and seek 
resident status must prove 
they intend to make Ken­ 
tucky their permanent home 
by buying property, getting a 
fulltime job or some other 
means. 


T EN N ESSEE 
Tennessee’s new rules re 
quire 12 months residence 
prior to enrollment or prooi 
that the student or his parents 
plan to live in the state 
permanently. One of the new 
rules, 
however. 
allows 
students already enrolled, 
whose parents move from the 
state, to retain their resident 
status 
so 
long 
as 
their 
enrollment is continuous. 
Dr. John F'olger. executive 
director of the Tennessee 
Higher 
F'ducation 
Com­

Indiana University, the 
state’s major institution, last 
month adopted new rules 
which require 12 months 
residence immediately prior 
to the beginning of classes. 
The previous requirement 
was six months. 
The new rules permit a mi­ 
nor student to waive the 12- 
month requirement if his par- 
ents establish permanent 
residence. 
Previously 
a 
family had to live in the state 
six months regardless of its 
intent to stay there. 
Unlike Kentucky, students 
who otherwise would be non­ 
residents can’t gain resident 
status by marriage.At the 
same time Indiana students 
may continue to pay resident 
fees if they marry someone 
outside the state. In fact, once 
a student is accepted a s a 
resident he retains that status 
indefinitely, even if he drops 
out of school and leaves the 
state. 
Deputy 
Commissioner 
Richard Gohman said a 
recent 
study 
concluded 
Indiana would lose about $11 
million annually 
without 
nonresident tuition. 
W EST V IRG IN IA

I think you doctors are to 
blame to a certain extent. 
Instead of giving pills why 
don't you tell those people 
who only need to reduce or to 
revise their bad habits to do 
just that?

People don’t like to 
limit the amount they eat or 
the amount they drink or to 
stop smoking and others don't 
like to do any exercise. Yet 
these are some of the most 
important 
aspects 
of 
maintaining good health and 
preventing 
illness. 
If you 


read my column very often 
you 
will 
know 
that I 
frequently encourage people 
to adopt better living habits. 
I'm glad to have such a 
militant disciple on my side 


Here’s a new thought on 
why men are less susceptible 
to urinary tract infections 
than women. 
Dr. 
William 
Ferrar at Stanford I niver- 
sitv has reported that the 
prostatic fluid of normal men 
contains an antibacterial 
substance 
that 
completely 
destroys bacteria obtained 
from patients with urinary 
tract 
infections. This sub­ 
stance is being investigated 
further to see if it can be 
clearly identified and syn­ 
thesized to be used in treating 
infections.

thought of the male prostate 
as being of relatively dubious 
value since it causes a lot of 
men a great deal of difficulty,
